Under these ¢ rcumstahce:, and in view of 
section 16 of the army ae act, approved 
June 18, 1867, 1 do not see that the troops of the 
(United Statescan be lawfully used in aid of the 
sheriff. unless the legislature or governor of Colora- 
do shall represent to the president that an insurrec- 
tion exists and shall: ai upon him for aid in sup- 
pressing it. Nor doves there seem to be any other 
action that military officere can take. So long 
asthe sheriff, with his posse and the militia, are 
pressing the Indians and threatening an immediate 
atrack, efforts to indace Colorow and his followers 
to return to the agency wonldin all probability be 
useless. The only course that appears to me to be 
feasible, is to induce the state author:ties to suspend 
the execution of their process until an effort Can be 
made by United States authority to induce the 
Indians to return to their homes. As yet no troops 
have been sent to the scene of action though they 
are held ready to march. In view of severe penal- 
ties imposed by the act of 1878, on military officers 
who shall unlawfully use troops in aid of civil 
authorities, | ask for more explicit instructions for 
my guidance. 

Denver, August 25.—Governor Adams, ac- 
companied by Congressman Symmes, Attor- 
ney-General Marsha and Hon. William Byers, 
left this evening for Meeker to hold a confer- 
ence with Colorow.

THEY SUCCUMBED. 


Grovesteen & Pell, of New York, Make an 
Assignment. 

New York, August 25.—Grovesteen & Pell, 
the firm whose hypothecated securities were 
)ffered under the rule yesterday, notified the 
stock exchange shortly after the opening this 
morning that they had made an assignment to 
P. W. Harding. The announcement was ex- 
pected after yesterday’s developments and had 
no effect on the market. There were many 
rumors current, however, that they had 
dragged down other houses by their failure, 
but all the parties mentjoned deny that they 
lose enough to cause them trouble. The pres- 
ident of the Bank of New York, where the 
firm kept its accounts, said: 

“We have a loan with Grovesteen & Pell, 
but have not certified a single check for them 
and our loss in consequence of their failure 
will not be serious.’’ 

A few hundred shares of stock were sold 
out for account of the firm after the suspension 
was announced. At the oftiee of Grovesteen 
& Pell, the doors were all locked and the knob 
was taken off the door tothe main office. 
There was no response to calls or knocks and 
other parties in the building stated that there 
Was no one in the office. The estimates of lia- 
bilities vary, some placing them as high as 
$1,500,000, while friends of the firm state that 
$50,000 in cash would settle everything. Their 

assets are nominally placed at $2,000,000, but 
the bonds which compose them have no ready 
sale and some of them are actually valueless. 
P. W. Hardin, assignee of Grovesteen & Pell, 
tates that the liabilities amount to $1,500,000, 
most of which are secured by East and West 
Alabama and Rome and Decatur railroad 
bonds. Itis stated that most of their liabili- 
ties are due to 30 different banks and that they 
es about $200,000 to stock exchange mem-

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THE EXTRADITION CONFERENCE, 


A Bill to Be Framed and Presented to the 
Next Congress. 

New York, August 25.—At today’s session 
of the interstate extradition conference the 
committee or forms and practice presented a 
code of rules to be observed in extraditing 
criminals. According to this code, the prose- 
cuting officer of the district shall make appli- 
cation, and state that he believes he has suf- 
ficient evidence to convict the alleged crim- 
inal, and that his agent has no personal inter- 
estin the arrest of the fugitive, that the arrest 
is desired for no private purpose whatever. 
The fact that the alleged criminal wasn the 
state where the crime was committed at the 
time of its commission shall be, in the 
absence of other proof, sufficient evidence 
that he is a fugitive from justice. If grand 
jury has found an indictment, the facts and 
circumstances of the crime, as known, must 
be certified to before a magistrate. In the case 
of a convicted prisoner, who escapes from jail, 
the jailer or sheriff may make application. 
The rules were adopted. 

The question of extradition for minor offen- 
ces was discussed at length and there was 
adopted a resolution deprecating such extradi- 
tion except in special cases, and under aggra- 
vating circumstances. 

On motion 6f Mr. Wright, of Georgia, it was 
decided that when the conference adjourned it 
do so meet in Washington, when congress was 
in session. 

It was resolved to formulate the conclusions 
of the convention in the bill which, in due 
time, will be presented to the next congress, 
together with a memorial: praying for its pas- 
sage, enumerating the reasons therefor. he 
proposed enactment will first be submitted to 
the governors and attorney-generals of the sev- 
eral states for revision and suggestions. Ex- 
Governor Stewart, of Vermont, who occupied 
the chair in the absence of Governor Beaver, 
of Pennsylvania, appointed the followin z com- 
mittee in the premises: Judge Montgemery, of 
Georgia; Attorney-General Sherman,of Massa- 
chusetts; Attorney-General Kirkpatrick, of 
Pennsylvania; Goodwin Brown, of New York, 
and Executive Clerk Prior, of Ohio. The 
chairman, whois himself a member of the 
next congress, is of the committee ex-officio, 
The gentlemen named are vested with full 
powers to draft the bill in question, and to 
further its enactment as they may deem best. 
After a vote of thanks to the bar association 
for its hospitality, and a similar compliment to 
the several chairmen of the past three days, 
the conference adjourned sine die. 


JAKE SHARP’S CASE, 


Judge Potter Grants a Stay of Proceedings— 
The Reasons Set Forth. 

New York, August 25.—Judge Potter grant- 
ed a stay of proceedings inthe Jacob Sharp 
case on the ground that thereis a reasonable 
doubt that the judgment reached in the court 
of oyer and terminer should stand, and he or- 
ders a stay in the execution of such judgment 
until an appeal shall be decided by the general 
term. The stay is granted for three principal 
reasons: 

First, the admission in Sharp’s trial as evi- 
dence against himself of Sharp’s testimony be- 
fore the legislative investigation committee. 
This is held to be in violation of the principle 
thatno man shall be compelled to testify 
against himself. This testimony was admitted 
against the protest of Sharp’s counsel. 

Second, the fact of the absence of persons 
charged in the indictment with the defendant 
with the crime of bribery and their sojourns 
in Canada as the excuse of their non-produc- 
tion as witnesses against the defendant by the 
prosecution; and, third, the opinion of the 
supposition of the witness Miller as to the mo- 
tive or purpose of DeLacy when he handed 
Miller the $5,000. 

Bourke Cockran this afternoon stated that 
the case could not come up now until the gen- 
eral term meets next October. An applica- 
tion will at once be made to have Mr. Sharp 
released on bail by some judge of the supreme 
court. 

The news of the decision by Judge Potter 
reached the city about noon and created no 
little excitement. A number of people flocked 
to the court house at once to ascertain the truth 
of the report. Nearly all leading lights in the 
trial are outof town. Judge Barrett is at 
Block island. 

West Env, Lone Brancu, N. J., August 
25.—District Attorney Martin, of New York, 
who is at Seabright, said tonight that he had 
anticipated that a stay would be granted in the 
Sharp case. Several days ago he applied to 
Governor Hill asking him in case a stay was 
granted to convene an extraordinary session of 
the general term, which would allow arguments 
in the case to be had at once. If Sharp’s law- 
yers ask that he be admitted to bail, Mr. Mar- 
tin says he will demand that bail be fixed at 
one million dollars.

CLINGING TO A PLANK. 


The Wreck of a Schooner on a 
Lake, 


DROWNING OF THE VESSEL'S CAPTAIN. 


The Struggle for Life by Two Men Holding | 


to a Plank, While Waves Treated 
Them Koughly, Ete. 


Cuicaaco, August 25.—A special from Miller, 
Indiana, reports the first fatal wreck of the 
season. The schooner Clara, of Manistee,was 
driven ashore yesterday and her wreckage is 
strewn along the beach for miles. Captain 
Oloson, her master and owner, and one of the 
sailors, lost their lives, and John Gustavson, 
mate, escaped by swimming ashore on & 
plank. The vessel was bound for Chicago, 
with a cargo of hard lumber. She left Manis- 
tee Monday morning, with a light wind, but 
toward night a squall swept down on her from 
the northeast, jerking her head sails out of the 
bolt rope and crippling her soshe became un- 
manageable. 

All night long she staggered before the gale 
that kept increasing in violence. The sea ran 
very high and the waves swept her decks of 
everything movable. Ske arrived off Chicago 
in such a disabled condition it was umpossible 


to work her into the harbor, and she was driven 


up the lake. Realizing that she was soon to 
be on the beach, Captain Oloson let go the 
anchor when abreast of this place, but the 
flukes failed to hold and she dragged on a sand 
bar half a mile from shore. The seas kept 
dashing over her and the crew of three men were 
scompelie’ toclimb into the rigging and Jash 
themselves to keep from being washed over- 
board. In Jess than an hour the coverings of 
her hatches were carried away and a sea swept 
into the hold, filling it to the decks. Then 
she rolled over on the side and Hans Christen- 
sen was carried away on her crest of a wave. 

Captain Olosen and Gustavsen got hold of a 
plank. It wes raining hard and the night was 
so dark they could see nothing, but they clung 
tothe plank with the hope that the waves 
would push it onward to the beach. Gustay- 
sen says he heard a loud cry and on looking be- 
hind him saw that the captain had relaxed his 
hold, ahd was even then disappearing beneath 
the waves. He was unable to help him and 
the captain went down. Gustavsen does not 
recollect much about his battle for life. Three 
times the plank turned over and buried him 
in the water, but he hung on it, and was wash- 
ed bleeding and senseless on the sandy beach. 
When he regained his senses he was lying on 
his back with the rain pelting down in his face. 

There was not a house in sight, for the vil- 
lage lies three miles back from the lake. 
Naked, bruised and bleeding he made his way 
along the beach to the club house of the Calu- 
met shooting club. He had just enough 
strength to give a feeble rap on the door, and 
when it opened he fell fainting across the 
threshold. He was carried inside and kindly 
cared for until he recovered sufficiently to re- 
late his story, and after being provided with 
clothing took a train for Chicago. Before 
leaving, Gustavsen went down to the beach to 
see what had become of the wreck. He found 
it had broken up and the broken timbers and 
cargo were scattered in every direction. 

he captain’s chest. which Gustavsen says 
contained a large sum of money, was found, 
but it was broken open and the conéents were 
missing. Gustavsen thinks the chest had 
been rifled by thieves. Neither of the bodies 
have been recovered. All day and night men 
from the village have been on the beach gath- 
the cargo as it drifted ashore and 
hauling it away. 

Ben Langlois, of the Chicago life-saving 
crew, whocame down here with a reporter, 
says he never saw such a hungry lot of thieves 
around a wreck in his life. 


BURIED IN THE SAND. 


An Accident on the Union Pacific—Cars Go 
Into a Creek. 

Denver, August 25.—The Union Pacific an1 
Burlington roads cross Sand creek ten miles 
east of here, on bridges, almost parrallel and 
within afew feet of each other. When the 
engineer of the Union Pacific train last night, 
which leaves here about thirty minutes ahead 
of the Burlington train, was within a few feet 
of the bridge, he was horrified to see that the 
flood in the early part of the evening had 
washed the middle section away. The fire- 
man jumped mto the stream and stuck in the 
sand, whence he was taken out hilf an hour 
later unconscious. He may die. Engineer 
Masterton reversed his engine just as it plung- 
ed into the water with a baggage car, which 
fell on top of his body, burying, it in the sand. 
His engine was completely submerged in the 
sand. Baggageman Loye was badiy injured 
by falling trunks. 

An old German lady, living near by, heard 
the cries of the frightened people and rushed 
out with a lantern and stopped the approach- 
ing express on the Burlington route, within a 
few feet of the bridge, probably saving other 
lives, as the bridge of this road was also in a 
dangerous condition. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF MINERS. 


Water Rushes in the Mine and Creates a 
Panic. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., August 25.—Three hun- 
dred men emplo ed at No. 10 slope of the Sus- 
quehannah Coal company, at Nanticoke, had 
narrow escapes with their lives this morning. 
This large army of men were engaged in 
mining coal in the lowest vein in the mine, 
when a great volume of water, stored in one of 
the upper veins, broke through into the gang- 
way where the men were at work. By the aid 
of electrical alarms the men all through the 
mines were made aware of the danger in store 
for them, and a rush was made for the opening. 

All sueceeded in making their escape, but 
many of the older men and young boys were 
knocked down and trampledupon. Before the 
last man got out the water had increased to 
three feet in ag 80 and some of the miners 
had to paddle their way out. The mine will 
not be able to resume operations until the 
water can be pumped out, which will take a 
week or more. Nine mules perished. The 
loss to the company will be considerabie.

Minister to Russia to Tender His

Wasuincton, August 25.—An evening 
aper says that Hon. George Lathrop, United 
States minister to Russia, passed through

intimation of the purpose on the part of Mr. 
Lathrop to resign his position, but there are 
those among his acquaintances who believe 
that the ramor that he will shortly resign is 
not without foundation. : 
The climate of St. Petersburg is a trying 
one, and ft is said that in private correspond- 
ence the minister has recently expressed a 
strong disinclination to remain longer in exile.

Conflict Betwen City and State. 

Paris, Angust 25.—A conflict is threatened 
between the government and municipal coun- 
cil. A decree was today published denounc- 
ing the latter’s resolutions inviting delegates 
from all the municipalities in France to a 
grand congress here, but the municipal com- 
mittee had already issued the invitations, and 
a large number of towns are certain to respond. 
The government announces that it is determ- 
ined to prevent the congress, which will be 
the first step toward the federation of the 
communnities.

WHY WAS IT DONE? 


Mr. Gladstone Makes an Address 
to the Queen 


AGAINST PROCLAIMING THE LEAGUE 


Without Showing the Country the Reasons 
Therefor—Mr. Balfour’s Confiden- 
tial Papers Withheld. 


Lonpow, August 25.—Forty liberal members 
of parliament had a meetingin the house of 
commons to-day, and resolved to support the 
Irish national league, as they were satisfied 
that the organization was purely a political 
one. Twenty othér liberal members wrote 
letters expressing sympathy with the purpose 
of the meeting. There were no party leaders 
present. 


Mr. Gladstone was greeted with cheers in 
the house of commons this evening when he 
arose to move his resolution ‘““‘That an humble 
address be presented to the queen represent- 
ing that the viceroy of {Ireland has proclaimed 
the National league a dangerous association, 
and that no information has been furnished to 
parliament to justify the proclamation by 
virtue of which her majesty’s subjects are to 
be rendered liable to be punished as criminals 
without a judicial inquiry intothe nature of 
their acts, and that this house in, the absence 
of such information, prays that said procla- 
mation shall not continue in force as to asso- 
ciation named and described therein.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone said that the Irish viceroy, in 
declaring that the league had incited to vio- 
lence, must have acted on information, but 
where wasthat information? Irish chiefs had 
the right todemand to know the grounds on 
which the government hadacted. If the facts 
were withheld the opposition must forthwith 
urge three propositions upon the house and the 
government: 

First, that it was a slight, almost an outrage, 
on the dignity of parliament to suppose that it 
was to discharge such an important statutory 
duty without knowing the gronnds. 

Secondly, that it reduced to utter destruction 
and to an absurdity the main contention that 
the government advanced during the diseussion 
of the crimes act, that the safeguard promised 
had proved a farce. He asked: What was the 
value or meaning of rege pe! approval 

iven in ignorance of the facts? Why not fol- 
ow the course taken by Wellington and Peel 
in rm > canine the Catholic league, and sup- 
press it 

Thirdly, ‘vhat could the house think of in- 
formation that they must thus know would not 
bear the light? |Cheers.] 

Mr. Gladstone said he had always contend- 
ed that the government was legislating 

inst combinations apart from crime, an 
now was the time for the government to show 
that he and his friends were wrong.

Mr. Balfour said that Mr. Gladstone would 
have been wiser had he pressed his argument 
on the allegation that the house was ignorant 
ofthe grounds for the proclamation, rather 
than on a defense of the league. The govern- 
ment’s difficulty was not the finding of evi- 
dence to justify the proclamation, but the 
selecting of it from the enormous mass of evi- 
dence it possessed. There was sufficient 
foundation to ves ¢ the proclamation in the 
columns of the local newspapers without going 
into the government’s confidential reports. 

Mr. Balfour argued that wlien Mr. Gladstone 

roclaimed the land league, he did so when 

-arnell was imprisoned and when parliament 
was not sitting, and that he afforded no in- 
formation toanyone concerned. He quoted at 
length from documents to show that the league 
was guilty of boycotting, coercing and in- 
stigating infractions of the law. 
ir William Vernon Harcourt asked Mr. 
Balfour whether the documents from which he 
quoted would be submitted to the house. 

Mr. Balfour refused to submit the documents, 
and, proceeding, narrated other instances of the 
league’s unlawful action. 

Sir William asked the speaker whether Mr. 
Balfour was bound to taBle the official docu- 
ments cited. 

The speaker replied that Mr. Balfour was 
not bound to table confidential documents, but 
the case was different with official papers 
which the house might want toverify. |Oppo- 
sition cheers. 

Although Mr. Balfour was justified in quot- 
ing from a cenfidential document, the author- 
ity of such quotation was weakened because 
the documents had not been tabled.

PROBABLE DEFEAT OF BOTH BILLS. 


fhe Labor Question Discussed at Length 
by a Number of Gentlemen —Routine 
News of Interest, Etc. 


The bi!) to regulate the employment of labor 
ame up in the house yesterday on a third read- 


3 Seofteld championed the bill, and said it 
is not true that the object of labor organiza- 
tions is to organize strikes; organized labor is 
mot in favor of strikes. I want nothing but 
equity. This bill has been examined by manu- 
facturers and they have no objections to it. 
“My objection to this bill,’’ said Mr. Harrell, 
ot Webster, ‘‘is that it interferes between the 
employer and employe. Protection’ is now 
given to laborers in the law enforcing con- 


tracts. 

“Tabor should be free and mtrammeled. 

This bill is the first imstance of legislation in 
ia on labor. The legislature has no right 
to interfere between contractor and contractee.”’ 

Mr. Moye offered an amendment striking 
out sections 1,3,4,5 and 9 of the bill, and 
amending section 2 by striking out ‘by a fine 
of not exceeding $10,"’ and inserting under 
ection 4310 of the code. 

Mr. Glenn maintained that the bill is the 
wery essence of fairness. It prevents the 
forcible invasion of the rights of laborers and 
of capitalists.

The employer 
and employe might agree upona greater num- 
ber hours, and if they did the employer would 
subject himself to a fine of one hundred dol- 
jars. The passage of the bill containing this 
rovision would be an outrage and would 

+ violative of allright. This provision is in- 
iquitous and oppressive. No matter what the 
pecessities of emplover or employe might be, 
and no matter how just and fair their disposi- 
tion towards each other, this biil steps in and 
says if the employer has posted upon his walls 
a notice stating the hours.of labor, he cannot 
even by agreement extend the time without 
Incurrmeg this unusual penalty. This bill is 
too loosely drawn: it goes too far in some 
respects and not far enough in others. 

* “We are entering upon a new field of 
legislation in the south and we should go slow, 
Mr. Speaker, in tresspassing upon the ques- 
tions involved in the conflict between labor 
‘and capital, no step should be taken without 
due caution and circumspection for, as has 
been suggested, we are dealing with dynamite.

Stewart's Stock Law. 

Mr. Watts called up his bill to enact the 
gtock Jaw in the 796, 965 and 966 districts of 
Btewart county. 

Mr. Harreli, of Webster, opposed it on the 
ground that in the 966th district 106 tax payers 
were being overlooked.

Mr. Ol Reese, now night 
watchman of the Georgia depot, was one of 
the most expert hat makers of the county. 
Mr. Reese says that there were three large hat 
factories in the county before the war, and 
that McClesky’s factory, near Jefferson, turned 
out from 75 to 100 hats per day, which retailed 
at $1.25 apiece, and sold by the wholesale at 
from 90c. to $1. These hats contained from 
five to seven ounces of lamb’s wool and would 
never wearout. Mr. Reese thinks that such 
an mdustry would pay now if properly run 
with first class machinery. As Athens is on

It is 
probable that the appropriation would have 
been voted, Instead of this, however, the 
friends of the bill immediately moved to 
reconsider the action of the house the day 
before in passing the university appropria- 
tion. This was unwise and unjust, and it 
is to be regretted that the house, by a close 
vote, adopted it, thus reconsidering its ae- 
tion of the day before. If there is any glory 
in it those who are recognized as the cham- 
pions of Dahlonega deserve it, for they 
have probably defeated both bills. 
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Tuk fact that the anti-Mormon law af- 
fects the District of Columbia will be some- 
what embarrassing to western congressmen. 


Interstate Extradition. 

Friction between state authorities is in- 
evitable so long as the present discrepancies 
in our state extradition laws shall exist. 

Delays and difficulties in the administra- 
tion of justice and angry differences between 
states have not infrequently resulted from 
the imperfections of the present system of 
extradition. A conference of state officials, 
judges and lawyers, called for the purpose of 
considering reform in extradition methods, 
has just been held in New York. 

Delegates were present from twenty-one 
states, and from the District of Columbia. 
Among them were, Governor Stuart of Ver- 
mont, Governor Rust of Wisconsin, and 
Governor Beaver of Pennsylvania. Georgia 
was represented by Judge T. J. Simmons, of 
the Macon circuit; Judge W, W. Montgom- 
ery, formerly of the Georgia supreme court, 
and Boykin»: Wright, solicitor-general 
of the Augusta cirenit. Judge Montgomery 
was chairman of the committee on law, and 
prebably wrote the report of thatcommittee. 
A spirited discussion Was had onthe re- 
port, and ne final action wastaken, The 
committee on rules and procedure was au- 
thorized to prepare a repert embodying a 
series of enactments which should be sub- 
mitted to the conference—and after its ap- 
proval should be presented to congress as 
the basis of proper national legislation.

What is Compensation? 

Professor Spencer F. Baird, late secretary 
of the Smithsonian institute, was one of the 
most laborious scientists of his time. For 
thirty years he labored with remarkable in- 
dustry in various branches of theoretical and 
applied science. It is said that he wrote 
pyver twelve hundred books, pamphlets and 
magazine articles. Yet his total income 
from these valuable contributions to litera- 
ture and science wasless than a popular 
novelist receives for one flippant production; 
less than the earnings in one season of an 
actor who is ‘‘the rage.”’ 

' So, Professor Baird died poor, after a life 
pf patient and unremitting toil, But we 
must not conclude from this fact that his 
labors were not appreci#ted, His writings 
were necessarily addressed to a select few, 
and by them was awarded high honors. The 
great practical work of Professor Baird’s 
life was the improvement in fish culture: 
This has benefitted millions of his fellow- 
creatures, and he might have made it pay 
him handsomely had he chosen to turn his 
science inte the channels of thrift. On the 
contrary, he not only freely gave to the 
world all he knew about fish culture, but 
for years he labored in the management of 
the United States fish commission, and re- 
fused to receive one cent of compensation. 
It is wrong to measure the compensation of 
the work of such aman by dollars and cents. 

He does not work for money, and he dves 
not expect to earn any great amount of it. 
The largest possible pecuniary gains would 
not bring to such aman the highest satis- 
faction that could come from his exertions. 
"The rewards he secks are of another kind. 
They are the consciousness of having served 
faithfully and successfully to advance scicnce 
and to increase its benefitsto men; Profes- 
sor Baird could not but know that he had 
fone that. This assurance, and the high, 
clear fame which his efforte won, were un- 
doultedly to him the dearest of earthly re- 
wards, The world did not make him rich, 
and he did net care. Science revealed to 
him her treasures; he explored the myste- 
ries of animal life, and found secrets which 
had hefore been undiscovered.

of a subsequent whip, the party of horsemen struck 
out from the pike and followed a road which led 
through a plantation in the disection of a house 
half hidden by the trees. Already there were signs 
of the desolation which the war was finally to wreak 


upon well nigh every white man’s homein Virginia. 
The house was a handsome one; a phloem 


one-story building of frame, with verandas on al) 
sides, such as the Virginia planter invariably 
thought the handsomest and most comfortable that 
human hands could set up. Well, Colonel Camp- 
bell and his companions trotted up to the front of 
the house and, dismounting, walked up a few steps 
to the door, when it opened and a lady dressed 
quietly in mourning stood before them. The sol- 
diers uncovered and Colonel Campbell, stepping 
forward, said: ‘‘We are sorry to intrude upon you, 
madam, but we are some distance from headquar- 
ters, and we are almost famishcd. May we be per- 
mitted to be your guests?”’

all something over eight hours. His speech 
was the longest that has been delivered in the 
general assembly in years, a great deal of time 
oeing necessarily consumed in the discussion 
of minute details that the speaker considered 
necessary toa proper elucidation of the subject. 
Over a week has been consumed by the senate 
in the discussion of the bill, and it is probable 
that one more speech may be had, the conclud- 


ing argument of Mr. Dean. 
MR. POWELL CONCLUDES HIS SPEECH. 

In beginning his argument yesterday, Mr. 
Powell complained of great physical discom- 
fortand said that he felt that he could not 
speak as long as he desired and as the impor- 
tance ofthe subject demanded. Mr. Powell 
reviewed at some length the. various railroad 
systems of the state, the combinations that ex- 
jcsted, and the effect these rival combinations 
had upon the’ State road. Enumerating the 
new roads in process of construction, many of 
which would invade the territory of the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic. be drew the conclusion that 
to his mind was irresistible, that the railroad 
epidemic was and would continue to injure 
the State road, therefore it was better to sell 
it when there was a chance. 

THE ROAD MUST BE A PART OF A SYSTEM. 

In order to successfully compete with rival 
lines it was necessary for the State road to be 
part ofa great system, and be conducted on 
strict business principles. In order to gain the 
first it must be sold, for the state could not 
afford to enter into combinations; and in order 
to become paying it must be run by a private 
corporation. ‘*‘Louis Napelegn was not more 
completely surrounded at the Soudan than the 
state road is hemmed in byits rivals.’’ Ac- 
cording to Mr. Powell,one re@ponm why the 
bettermedt question had been sprung now by 
the lessees was because the personal property 
was much more valuable now than it would be 
at the end of the lease, for the three years that 
must elapse would very seriously affect the 
value of the rolling stoek. ° 

RESPECTS PAID TO HIS OPPONENTS. 

At this stage of hisspeech, Mr. Poweil an- 
nounced that his regular argument had been 
concluded, and that the restof hisspeech would 
be in answer to some objections urged against 
the bill by the senators who had preceded him. 
The first objection he proposed to reply to was 
that the bill did not specify what was to be 
sold. He said that the bill mentioned in regu- 
lar legal terms the property to be sold—was it 
desired that the rolling stock be enumerated 
one by one? It was as specific and definite as 
anything could be, and if it appeared to some 
that it was lacking in its description of what 
was to be sold, it argued a lack of ability on 
their part to properly understand specific and 
simple terms. The bill had also been charac- 
terized as hasty; it was anything but hasty, as 
it provided for three years in which to effect a 
sale. It was not a sale on long time, but was 
practically a cash sale. 

MR. POWELL’S FINAL REMARKS. 

At this point, Mr. Powell replied to the argu 
ment that debt was a blessing, stating that in 
a life of considerable experience with people 
who were in debt, he had never found itso. 
Commenting upon the statement that the 
state’s credit would be injured by a sale, he 
asked if the credit of Georgia depended solely 
upon its possession of a. piece of railroad 
property? Replying to the threat of the 
lessees, that the road would be wrecked unless 
the betterments were settled for, Mr. Powell 
said that there were too many men in Georgia 
who knew every foot of ground between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga, who had contested in 
battle every step, who were ready and willing 
to help the state’s soldier-governor retain that 
road against allodds. Mr. Powell referred.to 
the fact that the newspapers, unfailing indices 
of public opinion, almost without exception 
favored the sale, and he declared that public 
sentiment demanded it, common patriotism 
suggested it, and he therefore implored the 
legislature to return to the simple practices of 
the fathers. 

A RATHER STARTLING INNOVATION. 

Mr. James here arose and said that as a good 
deal had been said about him and his position, 
that he desired to make a few remarks ex- 
planatory thereof. Mr. James then proceeded 
to read a poem of thirty-two stanzas, which he 
said had been written by a young lady who had 
heard the debate from the gallery. It was 
afterwards ascertained that the young lady had 
sent two verses to the senator from the 36th, 
but that the remaining thirty were his own pro- 
duction. The poem was irregular in meter, and 
was full of personal allusions to senators who 
had spoken upon the bill, especially those who 
had favored the sale. The first stanza will 
give a fair idea of the rest of the poem: 

‘Dean, Robertsand Poweil 
Are trying to sell the State road.”’ 

The verses said to have been written by the 
young lady were a little different from those 
gi the senator, a sample being given below: 

“So the senator from the 22nd,

SENATOR BUTT MAKES A SHORT SPERCH. 

Mr. Butt rose, and beginning his argument

TERMS OF THE LEASE OR SALE. 


What the House Finance Committee Will 
Favor Cencerning the State Road. 


The report of the sub-committee of the 
house financé committee which has had under 
consideration the resolutions relative to adver- 
tising for the sale and the lease of the State 
road has prepared a lengthy substitute which 
will doubtless be adopted by the general com- 
mittee and the house. 7 

The substitute provides first, for a com- 
mission consisting of the governor, the treas- 
urer and the comptroller-general, who shall, 
on or before the first day of November, 1887, 
advertise in one newspaper in each of the 
cities of Atlanta, New York, Chicago and 
London, for bids for the purchase of the rail- 
road and all its appurtenances. In case any 
bid is accepted, the purchaser shall be required 
to pay into the state treasury two million 
dollars in money or bonds of the state, the 
balance to be paid as the bonded indebtedness 
of the state shall fall due. Five per cent in- 
terest shall be paid upon all deferred payments, 
and no title shall pass until the.entire pur- 
chase price shall have been paid. 

The state agrees, in case of a sale, to make 
delivery of the property on January 1, 1891, or 
before that date should the property come into 
the state’s hands by forfeiture or otherwise. 
Should the purchaser fail to meet any pay- 
ment, the part paid shall be absolutely and 
unconditionally forfeited to the state and the 
governor shall, within ten days, take official 
possession of the road. 

Five per cent of the amount bid shall be de- 
posited by all bidders, either in bonds or in 
cash. All bids must be submitted tothe goy- 
ernor, treasurer and comptroller-general .on or 
before June 1, 1888, and before the first of the 
July following, it shall be the duty of the zov- 
ernor to publish these bids. All bids are sub- 
ject to acceptance or rejection by the next 
succeeding gencral assembly. 

So much for the sale. 

The resolutions then go on to provide for ad- 
vertising for bids forthe lease of the road. The 
terms of the propesed lease are: 

That the rental shall be paid monthly in ad- 
vance, and a failure to comply with this pro- 
vision shal] constitute a forfeiture of the lease ; 
but the lessees shall not be disturbed as long as 
they live up tothe terms of the lease. In no 
case shall lessees sub-let the road to any other 
persons. 

A bond of $3,000,000 shall be required of the 
lessees. It is further provided that the lessee 
or lessees shall be worth, above all liabilities, 
at least $500,000, and there shall be security in 
the state with $3,000,000. ‘The bond shall bind 
the lessees to the faithful performance of the 
terms of the lease, and for the return of the 
property at the expiration of the lease in as 
good condition as it was when received. The 
state has the right to demand other security, 
if that given shall become inefticient. The bond 
shall operate as a paramount lien upon the 
property of the sureties. 

Before the road is turned over a complete in- 
ventory shall be made by three competent 
railroad men appointed by the governor. 

As soon as the lease is made the lessees have 
the right to incorporate themselves as the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

If the lease is made it shall be distinctly 
provided that all improvements, betterments or 
ameliorations whatever shall be made at the 
expense of the lessee or lessees and no claim 
for such will even be entertained or allowed by 
the state. The lessees must keep the road in 
good condition,and the state reserves the right 
to have the road examined whenever deemed 
best. Should the property be depreciated by 
the lessees they shall be responsible, but the 
necessary wear and tear shall net be considered 
depreciation. 

Each bidder must deposit with the state 
money of bonds to the value of $100,000 as a 
guarantee of good faith of the bid. These bids 


are to be made in the same manner as those 


for the purchase of the road. 

Should either a sale or a lease be made the 
suecessful bidder shall be bound to receive 
such property from the state before the expira- 
tion of the present lease, should the road, be- 
fore that date, come into possession of the state 
by forfeiture or otherwise. The state can reject 
any or all bids. 

The governor shall transmit to the general 
assembly all the bids, with the information he 
possesses and the recommendations he may 
make,

during the investigation. 

The resolution authorizing yoito appoint this 
subcommittee did not indicate precisely 
bow, or to whom, their report should be 
made, and the committee have thought proper to 
submit all these papers to the penitentiary ¢»mmit- 
tee without comment or snggestion, except to urge 
upon your committee the great importance of hav- 
ing the record, as now submitted, printed.

There are whole families in this young lady’s 
fix. To witness a contest so novel and interest- 
ing, from a moving train of cars, will be an 
experience not soon forgotton. It will be 
worth something to see this. 

A NINETEEN MILA SPIN. 

This afternoon it will be settled how fast a 
man can ride nineteen miles on a bicycle on a 
country road. Twelve of the erack riders of 
Georgia have been practicing for two weeks 
for the great race of today. 

Remember the programme. The excursion 
train leaves the passenger depot at 
three o'clock sharp and will reach 
Fairburn, at four o'clock. Half an hour 
will be spent in that pleasant town 
when the race will begin. The slower riders 
will be thrown off at handicaps of from ten to 
thirty nrinutes and at 4°30 
the fast riders, known as the 
scratch riders will start at the discharge of a 
pistol. The train will reach Atlanta on its re- 
turn at Go’clock. The finish will be in front 
of Colonel George W. Adair’s residence, 
which is in full view from the train.

& Peel was taken advantage of today by the bears 
tomake a further demonstration against values, 
and there was also considerable pressure of long 
stocks at the opening. The market met with good 
support from the insiders and some improvement 
was actually made, when the official announcement 
of the failure brought everything down again.

THE CHICAGO MARK®PT. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. © 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, August 25—The menace to prices in the 
California situation caused wheat to open a trifle 
lower than yesterday’s close, September starting at 
634,@ie%c. Trading dragged h.avily throughout 
the session, but prices improved somewhat, some- 
what due to sympathy with the other markets and 
free export shipments, The big houses did not do 
much, and the greater part of the session September 
was steady at 68°<¢c, closing at that figure. There is 
still some talk on ’change about hot wheat, and 
some shippers account for the depressed condition 
in the speculative market on the theory that the 
trade is afraid of wheat. 

The bulls controlled corn again today, and the 
decline of yesterday was speedily regained, The 
closing prices were very nearly at the same points as 
on Tuesday for September and May with the inter- 
vening futures higher. The opening prices were 
40%%c for September, 41%¢c for October and 44%c for 
May. The closing prices were 414@41%<c for Sep- 
tember, 42c for October and December and 45\¢c for 
May. The weather in the corn belt was cooland 
less fayorable for maturing the crop. Just before the 
close it was known that 215,000 bushels was engaged, 
and with one or two houses offering to buy quite 
freely, 144c¢ of the advance for the day was made in 
the 15 minutes before the closing. 

Provisions were again easier, but speculation was 
light; and that was the only way traders had of ac- 
counting forthe slight deélines, which aggregated 
74¢c on pork, 2%4c on lard and 244c on January ribs. 
Lard was offered quite freely, and September sold at 
6.40@6.42\%, January at 6.5244@6.57%4 and closed at 
6.55. Short ribs for cash and September weresteady, 
owing to large purchases by local operators, who 
took one million pounds cash at 7.90@7.95, and was 
reported to be loading thirty cars at one house for 
shipment south. January was easier at 7.25@7.20 
and closed at 6.27%. Pork was sold at $12.17,4@ 
$12.25 and and closed at $12.20 for January.

Georgia Midland railroad, is a 
convict camp known as ‘Bingham S CAMP, 
which on s8e\ eral oceasions ret ently has figured 
in penitentiary cir les somewhat gs rage! 
and conspicuously because of reported bad 
treatment of convicts and a disregard for the 
rules and regulations for the treatment of con- 
victs as prescribed by the principal keeper. 
THE BINGHAM CONVICT CAMP, 

Bingham’s camp is a pait of Penitentiary 
company No. 3,of which Messrs. James W -Eng- 
lish. T. J. James, James M. Smith, and J. KE. 
Brown are stockholders. The camp has been 
under the management of C. C, Bingham for 
some time, who has acted in the dual capacity 
of superintendent and whipping boss. The 
convicts at the camp belong to No. 3, but there 
are also convicts at work there who pelong to 
company No. 2, controlled by W. B. Lowe & 
Co. " Several weeks ago, acommunication was 
received at the executive department from 
some one near Bingham’s camp in which cruel 
and inhuman treatment was alleged as the 
waetice of those in authority over the convicts. 
Phe letter was anonvmotns, but certain indica- 
tions showed that the letter was written by 
who knew a good deal about the 
management of the camp. 

THE OFFICIALS MAKE AN INVESTIGATION. 

Upon the receipt letter, Governor 
Gordon ordered the prmecipal keeper to make 
an investigation, and Assistant Keeper Shu- 
brick was ordered to the scene. 
brick went down to Bingham’s and made a 
pers nal inspection of the camp. | He found it 
in bad condition, and ordered*various changes 
to be made, remaining to see that the orders 
were executed in a great measure. There was

THE GOVERNOR'S ANONYMOUS LETTER. 

Onthe 23d of August. another letter in re- 
gard to the treatment of convicts at Bingham 
camp, was received by the governor. This 
letter, like the first, was anonymons, but its 
author appeared to be more intelligent than 
the first. and a more definite set of allegations 
as to treatment of convicts was made. 
Governor Gordon, believing that where there 
was so much smoke there must be some fire,

THE CONVICTS ARE EXAMINED. 

The convicts were ordered into the barracks, 
and inasmmch as one of the charges of cruel 
and inhuman treatment consisted in unmerci- 
ful whipping and beating, the penitentiary 
officials determined by ocular evidence to dis- 
cover if possible the truth or falsity of. the 
charges. The convicts being gathered 
gether, the principal keeper ordered them to 
atrip, and the principal physician began his 
Investigation. 

THE FLESH CUT AWAY. 
Four celored convicts were found whose backs, 
limbs and bodies revealed the fact that they 
had been not oniy cruelly but inhumanly 
whipped. Not only were there great whelps 
that the lash would ordinarily make, and 
swollen parts that declared mpgre emphatically 
than any testimony could that the men had 
been unmercifully lashed, but here and there, 
all about them, and on all four of them, were 
raw places where the lash had cruelly and in- 
humanly 
TORN THE FLESH AWAY, 
leaving raw places that looked even uglier 
than when they were fresh from the cut. 
These things did the penitentiary officials see 
with their own eves; it was not the indefinite 
story of some fellow convict, but were the 
silent witnesses, more potent than human lips 
could have been, of the truth of the charge in 
the letter received by the governor that inhu- 
manity and cruelty had been and was being 
practiced at Bingham’s camp. 
THE GOVERNOR 1S INFORMED. 

The penitentiary officials asked for an ex- 

lanation, for a reason for the whipping. why 
it had been necessary to so inhumanly torture 
the poor prisoners? An ominous silence was 
the reply! Ominous in its meaning for those 
in charge. The officials began to investigate 
for some cause or reason for these four men 
being whipped in such a manner, and 
in the absence of any satisfactery state- 
ment from those in charge were obliged to be- 
lieve what had been stated, that these convicts 
were supposed by the camp authorities to have 
been the parties who gave the information that 
was contained in the first letter received by the 
rovernor in regard to the management at 
inchinie’acanns. The whipping was intended 
to be a fearful warning to the others that tale- 
bearing could not thrive at that camp. 

Returning to Atlanta, leaving the principal 
physician there, the principal keeper and his 
assistant laid the matter before Governor Gor- 
don. There was no time for formalities, no 
written report was made, but with their own 
lps the matter

STEPS TAKEN FOR BINGHAM’S ARRUST. 

As soon as the order was issned. Colonel 
Towers, the principal keeper, made affidavit to 
the truth of the charges against Bingham, at- 
tested the affidavit before a proper officer in 
the governor's office, and the necessary papers 
were all made out, so that as soen as they were 
presented to a justice of the peace in Spald- 
ing county, he could issue a warrant for Bing- 
ham’s arrest. Colonel! Shubrick left yesterday 
afternoon early for Griffin, and it was said he 
bore with him the documents that would cause 
Bingham’s arrest. It is likely that Bingham 
was arrested last night. 

FOUR WARRANT AGAINST HIM, 

As there were four convicts whose bodies in- 
dicated cruel treatinent, four warrants weré 
taken out for Bingham’s arrest, and he will be 
called upon to answer the serious charge of in- 
human and cruel treatment in the courts. It 
is not likely that Bingham will be bailed, as it 
is not probable that the lessees will go on the 
bond of the man who has caused them so much 
trouble. Immediate steps will be taken against 
him in the courts, as the solicitor general has 
the executive order to bring the matter before 
the grand jury as soon as it can be done. 

THE EFFECT OF THE EXECULIVE ORDER. 

The governor’s order does not affect in the 
least the work of the convicts at the camp. 
The work will goonas it has always done, 
Agent Turner being there to protect the men. 
Colonel Lowe said yesterday that the camp 
would have been broken up about Tuesday or 

Wednesday next anyhow, as the men had al- 
most finished the work. Mr. .Lowe said that 
tle camp was under No. 3 control, and that 

tingham was an appointee of Captain T. J. 
James., While he had some convicts in the 
camp at -work along with the rest, he 
was in no wise responsible for Bingham’s ac- 
tions and had nothing to do with appointing 
him. Colonel Lowe seemed to be considera- 
bly upset at the turn affairs has taken, and 
while he made no statement at all in regard to 
how the matter would affect his interests, it 
was evident that. he was nota little worried. 

COMMENT UPON THE MATTER. 

The disclosures atthe camp were generally 
talked about and discussed by the people on 
the streets andin the hotelslast night. The 
general opinion seemed to be that no one was 
atall surprised. The denouement appeared 
to have been expected, as no surprise was 
manifested. Atthe meeting between the les- 
sees of number two and three next Thursday

Govy- 
ernor Gordon was very busy all day yesterday 
in connection with the matter, and it was 
difficult to obtain an audience with him. Tue 
CONSTITUTION reporter saw him, however, 
late in the afternoon, just as he was going for 
a drive with Mrs. Gordon to the Edgewood 
suburban home. The governor stopped long 
enough to say that the reports about the mat- 
ter were true and were as they were narrated. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH THE GOVERNOR. 

‘This case is a very plain one. The first let- 
ter I received from the four. convicts told me 
of a miserable state of affairs at their camp. 
I sent the officials down, and they found it as 
reported. The second letter was anonymous, 
but stated that these four eonvicts had been 
taken from their bunks in. the nighttime by 
the captains and inhumanly beaten for having 
given information about: the camp, and the 
writer begged me to send an official to see if 
this statement were not true. I immediately 
sent Colonel ‘Towers and Mr. Shubrick. 
They examined the prisoners, came 
back and teld me the sight was a sickening 
one. They examined for themselves, and 
their faces whitened as they told me of what 
they had seen. Iatonce took possession . of 
the camp and put my own appointee in charge 
of it, and demanded that the lessees should 
show cause why their lease was not forfeited 
by their conduct. I shall hold the strong arm 
of the state between the convicts and such 
treatment at any cest and at any hazzard.” 

Thus the matter stands at present. Today 
promises to give more developments in the 
matter, and THE CONSTITUTION can be relied 
upon to keep the public posted.

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THE CONVICT TROUBLES so occupied Governor 
Gordon's attention yesterday that he was un- 
able to devete much time, to anything else. 
During the day, however} he signed the sink- 
ing fund bill, which was <3 a few days 
since by the general assem y. The bill was 
only prepared for signature yesterday, and the 
governor very quickly took that action that 
made it a law. — 

GovErRNoR Gorpon, yesterday afternoon be- 
fore leaving his office, issued a pardon to Pink 
Jenkins, confined in the Floyd county chain- 
gang. Jenkins was convicted at the August 
term of Paulding superior court of assault and 
batiery and fined $75 and costs, or twelve 
months in the chaingang. He was given five 
days within which to pay the fine or else begin 
his sentence. He was unable to pay the fine 
within the allotted time and consequently 
went to the county works of Floyd. Since 
then his fine has been paid, and upon the re- 
ed petition the gov- 
ernor yesterday ordered his discharge. 

THE GOVERNOR also appointed yesterday 
Captain Charles A. Redd, superintendent and 
whipping boss of Bingham’s convict camp, vice 
C Bingham, removed, and an order was 
written to the effect that William 
Turner proceed to the camp, to stay there as 
the agent of the state and reportany important 
matter to the executive oifice until furthur 
orders were issued him. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT was busy 
yesterday \correctipg the proof-sheets of the 
first pages of his ferthcoming pepors.

No money 
was received by the treasurer, and with the 
exception of that drawn by members of the 
general assembly and $66 paid out to Aaron 
Perry as remuneration for acting a3 a chaplain 
from March 20th to August 2ist, 1887, for 
Dodge county conviets, no warrants were 
paid. Assistant Treasurer Speer is suffering 
from a severe attack of rheumatism, and his 
friends are urging him to.take a trip off for the 
benefit of bis health. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELL on yesterday 
received the mvoice of the arms and accoutre- 
ments ordered for the Hancock Vanguards. 
The stand numbers 40, and are of the latest 
improved pattern. The guns will go direct to 
the Vanguards, whe will soon be one of the 
best equipped companies in the state. The 
adjutant has not received any definite infor- 
mation from any military companyin the state 
in regard to attending the Philadelphia cen- 
tennial, and is afraid that the state. will have 
to be content with the colonels on that ecea- 
SiON. 

TuE CHICAGO DRILL takes place in October. 
Some weeks ago Adjutant Kel! received from 
Secretary Bently a communication stating 
that colored companies would not be allowed 
to participate. ater a notice was received 
that the executive committee of the drill had 
decided that as colored companies were mem- 
bers of the Natioual Guard, it would not be 
right to overlook and slight them, consequent- 
ly the original order was revoked.

Three members now constitute the Atlanta 
hoard of water commissioners, but after the 
first meeting of the general council in Decem- 
ber next the board will contain six members— 
one from each ward.

THE ALABAMA WINE ROOM AGAIN. 


A Letter Reaches Police Headquarters 


Investigation— 
Ete. 


Which Causes an 
The Result, 


A. Daus, the wine room man at No. 7 Ala- 
bama street, is very near the edge of the nine 
hole again, and Judge Anderson will either 
rescue him from his danger or shove him in 
tomorrow morning. 

Violating the prohibition law is the charge 


against Daus. 

A few days ago a letter reached police head- 
and beer were being freely sold at Daus’s 
place again. The letter contained the names 
of several persons, who it asserted, had been 
drinking in the place. It was placed in the 
hands of Detectives Reeves andjAldridge, who 
began an investigation. On yesterday they 
found the gentleman who had written the 
letter and from him secured a confirmation of 
the written statements made. 

“But will these men, whose names you 
have given us, swear that they have bought 
whiskey there ?”’ asked Detective Reeves. 

“I think they will,’’ answered the gentle- 
man, “‘you see their names there and 1 guess 
you know them as wellasI do. I know one 
thing, however, and that is I have been there 
with them. I have seen them buy it and I 
have bought it and drank with them, both 
beer and whisky.”’ 3 

“But maybe they will swear that it was 
agaric,’”’ remarked Detective Aldridge. 

“They know what whisky is and they 
know what agaric is. So dolI, and if they 
don’t swear the truth I will.”’ 

The detectives called upon the assistant at- 
torney for the city, Judge Pendleton, and 
showing him the letter, related what the writer 
had said. The judge _ instructed; them to 
see one or two of the witnesses, and if they 
would substantiate the story to make the case. 
The officers succeeded in seeing two of the 
witnesses mentioued in the letter, and from 
them secured a confirmation of the statements. 
They both manifested a great reluctance to 
appear inst Daus. 1e detectives then 
called at Daus’s place, and. calling himfaside, 
informed him that they had come to make a 
case against him. 

**For what?’ asked the wine-room man. 

“For selling whisky and beer,’’ answered 
Detective Reeves. 

“But itis not true. I have not been selling 
anything of the kind,’’ answered the wineroom 
ian. 

‘“‘Well, Daus, if you will let us go through 
your place and we don’t find any whisky or 

weer, We won't make the case. I ae you 
iy, Fea to that,’’ said Detective Aldridge. 
aus remained silent. 

‘Yes, we’ll do better than that,’’ said De- 
tective Reeves. ‘If we don’t find any whisk 
it will be all right. We will exempt beer.”’ 1 

“Will you let me go and consult my lawyer ?’ 
asked Daus. 

“No, we can’t do that. Weain’t got time,’’ 
answered one of the detectives.”” What do 
you say? Shall we go through the place?” 

The wineroom man declined to give an an- 
swer, and after waiting a minute or two, the 
detectives required him to ‘accompany them to 
police headquarters. Daus picked up his hat 
and sending a boy for Herman Werner, started 
to the city prison. 

At the prison the case was booked in the 
usual form and a two hundred dollar bond for 
the prisoner’s appearance was made out. Mr. 
Werner reached the building almost as soon as 
the defendant, and attaching his name to the 
bond, secured his friend’s release. 

The situation is an extremely unpleasant one 
for the wineroom man if the charge is estab- 
lished. Not long ago he was arraigned on the 
same charge and found guilty, and Vin. consid- 
eration of executive-sleméncy made aflidavit 

naj. to vickte the law again. Subsequent to 
that case he was in court again on the same 
charge, and was sentenced to pay a fine of $40 
and twenty-five days on the rock pile. For 
nearly a day he remained in the city prison, 
under lock and key, awaiting the result of his 
attorney’s work to secure an appeal. Late in 
the day he was released, and the case is still 
hanging in the supreme court. 

Daus denies in the most emphatic manner 
the truth of the charge, and says that he has 
not sold a drop of whisky or beer since he made 
affidavit not to do it. He says he feels certain 
that the detectives have been deceived and that 
they will not be able to make out the case. 


The Case Would Not Pan Out. 

Pat Fitzgerald, the genial wine roomist who 
manipulates the Commercial, at No. 5 Peach- 
tree street, was arraigned in police court yes- 
terday morning. He was charged with vio- 
lating the prohibition law, but the evidence 
adduced would not hold out, and the case was 
dismissed.

Hamp Stroud, who runs the Markham 
house wine room, is still subject to the ruling 
of Judge Anderson. The case against Mr. 
Stroud, which was made at the same time Mr.

The Fire Thought to Have Been Incendiary

When the blaze was 
first seen by Colonel Mynatt it was working 
savagely on one end of the building. During 
the day there was no rfie about the house ex- 
cept in the kitchen, and the kitchen wasin a 
portion of the building which was last con- 
sumed. The fire in the kitchen, too, had 
been out long before the family retired. These 
facts gave the firea suspicious turn and the 
suspicion was made almosta certainty, when 
quite a number of matches were found yester- 

ay morning, and found near the portion of 
the building which yas first on fire. 

The colonel, however, has no idea who could 
have fired the house. 

The family escaped, most of them as they 
sprang from their beds, and nothing of any 
consequence was saved. In addition to the 
piano, handsome paintings,furniture§and libra- 
ry, the silver was all destroyed, as well as the 
family wearing —- The building was a 
large new one, and was valued at $8,000. The 
colonel had insurance with the MHaskel] 
agency to the amount of $5,000, but the poli- 
cles, together with other valuable papers, were 
destroyed, and only the agency can give the 
names of the companies. The house was 
handsomely furnished, probably costing half 
the insurance on the building. On his furni-
